NEW YORK, March 23.—Seiz- 
ure of five tons of quinine, valued 
at about $100,000, was announced 
today in connéction with Federal 
investigation of an alleged Dutch 
monopoly controlling production 
and prices of the drug.

A leak of 200,000 gallons of 
water daily was discovered at 
Thirteenth and Locust streets to- 
day in the, survey for leakage, 
whereby the .Water Department 
has saved more than $50,000 in 
nine months.

At meter prices, 12% 
cents for 1000 gallons, it was cost- 
ing $25 a day, or $9125 a year.

WASHINGTON, March 23 
lowing the acticn of the 
Commerce Committee today in ap- 
proving substantial changes in the 
Jones flood contro! bill, Senator 
Hawes of Missouri, a member of 
the committee, who has been a 
leader in the fight for amendments, 
anunced the bill now was in ac- 
cord with public sentiment in all 
parts of the country and should be 
passed. Hawes said the changes in 
the bill embodied in substance all! 
the 15 amendments he had offered. 
“the bill as amended,” Hawes 
said, “is not entirely satisfactory 
to those who have been fighting 
for a constructive and comprehen- 
sive program, but it now contains 
some of the fundamental principles 
on which more constructive meas- 
tures can be founded. 
U. S. to Pay in Full. 
“First, the Government assumes 
full responsibility for the cost of 
flood control works and their con- 


struction between Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., and the head of the passes at 
the mouth of the Mississippi. 

“Second, the Board of Review, 
whose duty it will be to reconcile 
the Jadwin:and Mississippi River 
(“‘ommission. plans, will have two 
civilian engineers on it. 

“Third, the whole project under 
the Jones bill was limited to the 
Mississippi River below the mouth 
of the Ohio. I have been able to 
obtain an extension of jurisdiction 
to Cape Girardeau, which is about 
50 miles farther up the river. This 
is a matter of great importance to 
Southeast Missouri. 

“Fourth, provision is made for 
the payment of damages which 
may accrue in the carrying out of 
the flood control plan. Very prop- 
erly, however, credit is to be given 
for benefits which may result. 


Says Problem Is National. 

“My position from the beginning 
has been that flood control is a 
national problem, and that nothing 
should be written into the bill 
which might interfere with the 
prosecution of the work as a whole. 

“There was much danger in any 
provision for local contributions, 
for the reason that if any one or 
more districts should find them- 
selves unable to contribute, their 
failure might jeopardize or even 
destroy the effectiveness of the en- 
tire project. — 

"The action of the committee 
is a distinct approval, of the plea 
of the Mississippi Valley that the 
Federal Government assume the 
responsibility for controlling the 
waters of a river which drains 31 
States. 

Hopes for Coolidge O. K. 

“The principle of full Govern- 
ment responsibility has been in- 
dorsed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce Of the United States, by the 
American Federation of Labor, 
the Farm Bureaus, the American 
Legion and many other organiza- 
tions. In view of this fact, I feel 
confident that it will receive the 
President’s approval. 

“The amendment extending jur- 
isdiction to Cape Girardeau was a 
very vital one to Missouri. The 
Board of Review will be enabled 
io give consideration to a plan 
which will insure complete protec- 
tion to Cairo and protect as well 
the interegts on the west bank of 
the river. 

“The amendment providing for 
the payment of damages caused in 
carrying out the project is a just 
one. In connection with this, there 
is a provision that the benefits de- 
rived as a result of such works 
shall be offset against damages. 

“The bill lays a fine foundation 
for the future development of a 
great river program. It is the 
largest single project ever under- 
taken by our Government, and 
while the initial appropriation wil) 
be for $325,000,000, I am satisfied 
the cost ultimately wf! exceed 
$600,000,00, but the start is made 
in a logical way.”

Franchise’s Effect on Subways. 

“Might not a franchise seriously 
impair the ability of the city to 
carry out any recommendation for 
subways or other rapid transit 
which the proposed commission 
might submit to the public?” the 
Mayor was asked. 

“It might; I think 
the Mayor replied. 

The possibility of a subway un- 
der Olive street and the simultane- 
ous existence of surface lines in 
the street, franchised to operate 
for 30 years, was one of the even- 
tualities suggested as the result of 
a franchise. 

“Certainly wedo not want two 
transportation systems,’’ the Mayor 
observed. 

The Mayor said he recognized 
the provision of his bill that the 
transportation survey by a com-| 
mission be carried on with funds 
supplied by the street car company 
was not desirable. 


Funds For Survey Short. 


“But,” he commented, “the city 
is sadly short of revenue. If the 
survey were to depend on city 
funds, we might have to forego it.”’ 

He added that it was his inten- 
tion to name for the-seven posts 
on the commission reserved for 
citizens only men who ygwould as- 
sure him of their intention to give 
the problem,their serious thought, 
even at the sacrifice of consider- 
able time.

Newman has employed alter- 
nately the.method of “‘conference’”’ 
between his agents and the City 
Hall and the bold tactics of public 
threats and flat demands not only 
for a franchise but for a valuation 
for fare-making purposes that is 
more ‘than double what he paid 
for the property. 

The last published comment of 
Newman upon the franchisg mat- 
ter was his prophecy: “I will get 
a franchise in St. Louis. I have 
never failed yet.”

It will be recalled that Jeff fig- 
ured prominently in the strange 
story of Mrs. Margaret Barfoot 
Hedges, recluse widow of a &t. 
Louis school principal, Benjamin 
Hedges, who died in an Olive street 
boarding house Aug. 1, 19273. It 
was discovered she had amassed 
an estate of $113,000 by real es- 
tate operations, wile she was an 
eccentric wanderer from boarding 
house to boarding house in St. 
Louis. 


Showed Copy of Will. 


Jeff came fotward with letters 
written him by Mrs. Hedges, in 
which she thanked Ifim for 25 years 
of friendship and his aid in her 
business deals. Their odd “part- 
nership” began when she was past 
50 and he a young iceman half her 
age. Jeff also had the copy ofa 
will purported to have been made 
by Mrs. Hedges, which bequeathed 
him $10,000 and set aside $15,000 
4 " 
aS a fund for her’ monument, to be 
administered by Jeff. The origi- 
nal will never was found and the 
estate was administered by the 
Public Administrator for the bene- 
fit of 16 colateral heirs, mostly 
relatives of Benjamin Hedges. 

The Hedges heirs agreed to give 
Jeff $7500 in settlement of his 
claim, as he was able to show that 
he had turned over to Mrs. Hedges 
$2200 of his savings for invest- 
ment. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned today that Mrs, Hedges 
had given Jeff notes payable to

had made.

Flat Bombed Twice in Week. 

One of the principal sufferers 
from bombings has been the West 
End Realty & Construction Co. 
which operates on the “open shop’”’ 


the company at 916 Eastgate ave- 
nue, University City, was bombed 
twice within a week. The evening 
of Feb. 23 the south wall of the 
structure was blown out with dam- 
age of $8000. Feb. 20 the north 
wall was damaged $5000 by an ex- 
plosion. Both blasts occurred be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock at night. 

Last Nov. 6 a four-family flat 
being erected at 4846 Anderson 
avenue by the West End Realty 
and Construction Co. was bombed, 
the damage being $5000. James M. 
Moran, vice president of the realty 
concern, attributed the three ex- 
plosions to the employment of non- 
union labor by Kis company. 

One of the most serfous bomb- 
ings was in the downtown district, 
while a second, accompanied by 
fire, was in the section just east 
of Grand: boulevard. An explosion 
and fire caused damage of $6700 
to the building and contents at 
3332-34 Washington boulevard a 
year ago. The building is occupied 
by the Green Cab Co. and the 
Washington Automobile Laundry. 
Police found three sticks of dyna- 
mite in the place later, but were 
unable to fix a motive. 

Two Electrical Shops Bomped. 

Last Nov. 17, damagesestimated 
at $4000 was caused by a bomb 
which ‘exploded in the doorway of 
the Wright Electrical Co., 207% 
North Third street. Leslie E. 
Wright, owner of the company, told 
police he operates an “open shqp” 
and had been threatened by union 
representatives. A second non- 
union electrical shop at 209 Wash- 
ington avenue was bombed the fol- 
lowing night, the damage being 
$300. 

In addition to the damage from 
explosive bombs, losses have been 
suffered by proprietors of nonun- 
lon barber shops and dyeing and 
cleaning concerns through window 
breaking and other property dam- 
age from stench bombs and mis- 
siles. Numerous arrests were made 
in the latter cases, but no convic- 
tions obtained.

Before April 20, when he is to

sirable. The memorandum detailed 
the provisions of an electoral law 
to be enacted by the Nicaraguan 
Congress. 

Failure of the Congress to enact 
the law resulted in the issuance 
Wednesday of a decree by Presi- 
dent Diaz embodying its principal 
provisions, and the Supreme Court 
of Niearagua has appointed Brig- 
adier-General Frank R. McCoy, 
President Coolidge’s representative, 
as chairman of the National Elec- 
toral Commission. 

President Coolidge, in a’ letter 
dated June 10, accepted the Nic- 
ardguan proposal and informed 
President Diaz that he welcomed 
the opportunity to assist Nicara- 
gua.

FIND SOUTH POLE 


Automatic Lens Will Photo- 
graph Sun and Determine 
His Position. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 23.—Pho- 


tography will be relied upon to a 


large extent to help him find the 
South Pole, objective of his Ant- 
arctic’ expedition by airplane, 
Commander Richard E. Byrd has 
announced. 

The explorer said laboratories of 
two large companies are at work 
on the photographic problem of 
the expedition. In addition to 
making a camera record of every 
mile of the flight by means of 
an automatic camera to be fas- 
tened to the bottom of the plane, 
Commander Byrd said he also ex- 
pected to use photography to help 
him locate the pole. 

A special automatic camera with 
which he said he will take “shots” 
of the sun as he flies toward the 
pole is being constructed. These 
pictures will be developed and de- 
livered on strips of film while the 
flight is under. way. 

Film on which pictures of the 
sun will be made will be marked 
with what has been termed “po- 
sition line,” Commander Byrd 
said, and by calculating the varia- 
tion in the different sectors in 
which different “shots” appear he 
will have six “sun shots” by which 
he can determine his own position 
on or off his plotted course.

To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch, 
N regard to highway No. 24 between 


Lexington and Waverly, Mo., on the 
south side of the Missouri River. If 
I have been reliably informed, the High- 
way Commission promised to hard-sur- 
face this road provided Lafayette County 
built highway bridges at Lexington and 
Waverly. These bridges have been com- 
pleted nearly two years.

Senator Couzens cited the Federal law making | 
it a criminal offense for any person appointed to | 
the office of Secretary of the Treasury to be directly 
or indirectly interested in carrying on the business 
of trade or commerce.. The resolution names four 
great corporations and refers to many others in 
which Mellon is intergsted. 

Senator Couzens might have added that the Secre- 
tary has profited enormously through his corporate 
{nterests by the excessive tariff policy of the Coolidge 
administration. . 

These are serious charges. No matter how capable 
Secretary Mellon may be to discharge the duties of 
Secretary of the Treasury, holding the office in vio 
lation of law and profiting by tax decisions in his 
own office and by the policy of the administration 
of which he is a part are intolerable. Senator | 
Couzens aptly says that this condition breeds com 
tempt for all law and authority. 

The ground upon which Senator Couzens asks the 
Senate to act is that it shares responsibility with 
the President for Mellon's incumbency on account of 
its approval of his appointment. Even the known 
hostility of Couzens to Mellon does not break the 
force of fact. 

Secretary Mellon is credited with saying that he 
will not resign unless the President requests his 
resignation. : 

The Senate has put the Couzens resolution on the 
calendar. It will take a majority vote to bring it out. 
The Senate ought to act on it one way or the other. 
If it passes the resolution, Mellon will probably re- 
sign. 

We do not compare Mellon with Daugherty, but 
it will be recalled that the President refused the 
Senate's request to remove Daugherty, but within a 
short time removed him. Mr. Coolidge refused to ask 
Denby to resign, but within a few days Denby re- 
signed. 

The decision of a majority of the United States 
Senate that a member of the Cabinet is disqualified 
for holding his office constitutes practically irresis- 
tible pressure for his resignation. Neither the con- 
demned Cabinet member nor the public can be in- 
different to such a verdict. Nor can the Republican 
party in its present predicament be indifferent to it.

HE “Brighter London” move- 
ment peeps through the gloom 
here and there. Regent street 
—the Fifth avenue— seems en- 
tirely made over in the Afmerican 
fashion with a spanking newness. 
What you wish*for in London is 
not sO much brightness but that 
people would thaw out and be 
themselves. It would be a lovely 
spot for a “Smile Week.”

London has thousands of those 
beefy, graying gentlemen whose 
cheeks have a reddish ale hotse 
glow. They dress with a shabby 
gentility often wearing spats be- 
low patched trousers. They have 
over-Niagara mustaches, clear 
their throats with a hearty gar- 
rumph and blow their noses lustily. 

They remind you somehow of 
those ruddy-cheeked pictures of 
John Bull in whisky ads. To all 
appearances they have no particu- 
lar calling and certainly no in- 
comes, but they get along folly 
well in their blustery way and 
add, I presume, a touch to the 
gaiety of nations. 


The most appealing thing about 
the British to me is their love of 
outdoor and zest for sport.

KANSAS CITY. bi March 23.—The 


National Drainage Congress, meet- 
ing here yesterday, adopted a reso- 


lution favoring improvement of in- 
land waterways, The Missouri Riv- 
er Improvement program was in- 
dorsed, 

The Congress recommended that 
the Federal Government adequate- 
ly meet the situation of flood con- 
trol and inland waterway develop- 
ment in such a measure as to in- 
sure the earliest possible comple- 
tion of a program to reduce flood 
menace to the minimum, and put 
inland waterway transportation to 
its most efficient maximum. 

A resolution was adopted rec- 
ommending that the Federal Gov- 
ernment consider the question of 
giving relief to distressed levee and 
drainage districts by refunding out- 
Standing bonds at lower rates of 
interest. 

Arthur W. Large, Chicago, was 
elected president. 

The Congress voted to establish 
permanent headquarters here and 
elected L. J. Smyth of Kansas City 
permanent secretary. 


WOULD AMEND ANTI-SMOKE 
LAW TO PROVIDE PROSECUTION 


Amendments to the smoke ordi- 
nance, authorizing prosecution of 
offenders who fail to co-operate in 
scientific methods of smoke elim- 
ination, should be passed without 
delay, according to Sidney Baer, 
president of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement League. 

“Such an amendment would not 
work a hardship on the city but 
would aid its progress, for, with 
its reputation as the dirtiest city 
in the country, many individuals 
and industries hesitate to move to 
St. Louis,” said Baer. 

Considerable smoke abatement 
has been effected by the league in 
its first year, Baer said. The ex- 
penditures for this work was $80,- 
000, while the City Smoke Depart- 
ment expended an additional $18,- 
000. About 50,000 persons have 
been instructed in stoking of fur- 
naces, looking to elimination of 
smoke. 


KIEL WANTS ZONING LAW 
LIFTED FOR BELT AV, GARAGE 


Asks Aldermen to Create Commer- 


The Legislative Committee of the

George S. Octtle Speaks Before 
Foreign Trade Bureau of Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

South Africa is one of t': few 
countries south of the Equator 
where the traditions of the white 
man are being carried out, George 
S. Oettle, director of the South 
African Bureau, said during a 
luncheon address before tae Worid 
Trade Club and the Foreign Trade 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, yesterday. 

In South Africa, which is hat 
the size of the Ufited States, are 
5,000,000 black people and 2,000,- 
000 whites. Oettle said. Johannes- 
burg last year produced one-fourth 
of the world’s gold supply, or $2560,- 
000,000 worth; $60,000,000 in dia- 
monds and $18,000,000 in wool. 
Most of the residents of that sec- 
tion have automobiles, 50,000 of 
them having been used there last 
year, according to Oecettle. 

The chief imports from America, 
he said, are silk stockings, motor 
cars, machinery and phonographs 
and other musical instruments.

One economic ad- 
vantage of this is that the small 
oranges are usually quite inex- 
pensive at this time of year and 
can be used for juice at much less 
cost than the larger ones.

an infant, it should not be consid- 
ered as a food complete in itself.

is given in part one of a publication 
entitlea “The Oxygen Demand of 
Polluted Waters,” recently issued 
by the United States Public Health 
Service, as Public Health Bulletin 
No. 173. Part two of the same bul- 
letin is devoted to the presentation 
of an extensive series of experi- 
ments conducted in the stream-pol- 
lution laboratories of the Public 
Health Service. 

Briefly, it may be stated that a 
water contaminated with the or- 
ganic matters found in sewage and 
in various industrial wastes does 
gradually rid itself of such pollu- 
tion, if allowed free access to air. 
Early studies of this phenomenon of 
self-purification led to the abandon- 
ment of a plausible theory based 
on the direct action of oxygen on 
the organic matters, and  subse- 
quent research extending over the 
past 60 years has revealed that the 
self-purification of streams is es- 
sentially a biological process. In 
this sense, the oxygen contained in 
aerated or running water does not 
operate as a sterilizing agent, as 
once believed, but rather as a néu- 
tralizing or deodorizing agent for 
some of the gases resulting from 
the bacteriaf decomposition of the 
organic matters. Dissolved oxygen 
is also required for the mainte- 
nance of fish life. 

While thus relegated to a second- 
ary role, the amount and rate of 
disappearance of the oxygen which 
is contained in a given water nev- 
ertheless serves as an excéllent in- 
dicator, first of the threatened dis- 
appearance of fish life and, with 
increasing pollution, as a warning 
of impending nuisance conditions. 
With the understanding that a 


once polluted, could regain its pris- 
tine purity. Irrespective of dis- 
tance from the nearest upstream 
point of known pollution, it may 
be safely stated that no river in 
the United States can now be ré- 
garded as hygienically safe with- 
out treatment. Conversely, the 
possibility that a water polluted 
with sewage might be fully puri- 
fled by flowing “a dozen miles or 
Bo” becomes too remote for serious 
consideration,
